of State, and of Paſſion in her ſelf; her Arms being accuſtom- 
ed to * hy 6 and her Succeſs in lreland not anſwering her 
or as Queen Elizabeth, by way of Diverſion, 
had at her coming to the Crown, fupported the Revolced 
States of Holland, fo did King Philip of Spain manage and 
cheriſh the Rebellion in Ireland. e

Many there were that did 
not declare for him, yet by their flight it appear'd, they wou'd 
give him no oppoſition; waited to ſee to which ſide Fortune 
would ſtretch her Hand, whether on King William, or King 
James's ſide, then twould be time enough to join either Party, 
as their Intereſt led them. e

 Der;y was all this while thought too inconſiderable a place 
to put the leaſt ſtop to their Progreſs ; King James did not ex- 
pect at his arrival with his Army before Derry, to return back 
to Dublin, being 110 Miles, but Imbark for Scotland, march 
to Edenburgh, and then for England, e fs 


Who then can deny, but that whilſt Derry ſtood upon her 
own Defence, the preſerved Ireland, gave ſafety to Scotland, 


and time to Exgland to be upon her Guard. 


At Derry their Deſigns were fruſtrated, the Miſeries and 
Calamities that threatned Fagland, were ſtopt. At Derry their 
Thunder-clap broke and vaniſht; at Derry their Pride met 

With an early Blaſt, wither'd and came to nothing. - 


It may here be no leſs acceptable to the Reader, to give a 
|  {hort Account how that part of the North of Ireland came to 

be all Eagliſh. , , yOu. e 
Know then, this City and County of Derry, was by Grant 
given by King James the Firſt to the Londoners: A Country 
that was always before accounted a Neſt of Rebels, (and 
gave more diſturbance to the Exgliſa than any other part of Ire- 
land) inhabited by the O-Netles, O-Ca'haus, and the Macdemles, 


and not in ſubjection till an Fel Colony was Planted there; 


and to forward that work, which was of fo great Conſequence, 

+ | the Londoners ſpared no Colt, ſent over Maſons, Carpenters, 
| EE ES Smiths, and other Artizans, to build that City, and gave it 
| | the name of Londonderry; they likewiſe devided the County 
into twelve Proportions, and each of the twelve Companies 

had a Lot, which is their Eſtate to this day (to wit) the 

| Mercers, Grocers, Drapers, Fiſhmongers, Goldſmiths, Skinners, 
Merchant-Taylors, Haberdaſhers, Salters, Ironmongers, Vintners, 
Clothworkeys ; as alſo the Woods, Fiſheries, cr. 
Upon 


— 
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Upon each Proportion they built a Market- Town, and ſtrong Ca- 
ſtle. So that thoſe worthy Patrons of Induſtry, may be juſtly 
term'd Jreland's Prelervers; they ſoon expell'd the Iriſh from 
thoſe Parts; which has ever ſince been an entire Exgliſb Settle- 
ment. 

And 'twas thoſe of this County of Derry, and the adjacent 
Places, maintain d their Ground, when the other parts of re- 
land aForded them very little help. 


Providence has fo ordered, (as by this following Diſcourſe 


makes appear) that the Memory of thoſe famous Cittyzens of 
London, their Anceſtors, and themſelves, their Charitable 
Deeds, and their good Works, will tor ever be had in Re- 


membrance ; and Londonderry holds ſtill the Name of the Mai- 


dex City of Ireland. 


The following Diſcourſe makes plain all the Tranſactions, 


as well before as in the Siege; and ſince it is written by a Sol- 


dier, what faults may be found in it are the more excuſable; his 
Talent lay another way; however, tis better to have it ſo, 
than not at all, or, as other Accounts, full of Miſtakes.

If the Reader expects to find florid Language, curious pol- 


liſtyd Lines, let him read no farther, he'll meet nothing here 
but homely and plain Truths, nauſeous and unſavory to ſome 
Mens Stomachs, as was the Eating part in Derry, no more to 
be compar'd to the Elaborate Writing of the Times, than a 
roſted Rat to a Pheaſant, or Dog'ꝰs-Fleſh to Veniſon. But it 
ue conſider things, there is none more proper than the Soldier, 
to give a true and juſt Account, in an Affair in which he was 


the chief Actor. 


Had there been ſome Man of Note in that Kingdom that 
would have undertaken to have Headed them, it might have 
been the better for himſelf and the Gariſon: But it is the Ser- 
vice ought to be regarded; tis not the noted Man makes the 


Soldier; a careful Governor may contrive ſuch Methods as 
may preferve the place he undertakes to Defend, tho thoſe 
under his Command be raw and unexperienc'd; for where 
Lite lies at ſtake, Men will be ttactable, reſolute and bold, eſpe- 
cially when they meet with a timerous, fearful Enemy, ſuch 


as was the Iriſh. 3 . 
Tis preſum'd, that raiſing Fortifications about a Town, 


may be done by one Enginier, tho? it can't be expected they 


{hould be all Enginiers that are imploy'd. Let them call choſe 


of Derry a Rabble, or what they pleaſe, they did the Work, 


and 
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and the Service they were imploy d in; and they that find iault, 


ſhould have been there and done better. 


However, the juſt Encamiums I give the Valour of thoſe 
People, is not in the leaſt to leſſen the great Actions that after- 
wards were perform'd, in the full and entire Conqueſt of that 
Kingdom by the Exgliſi Army, headed by King William, of 
ever Bleſſed Memory. But this may be laid without any 
great Oſtentation, That thaſe of Derry did preſerve Ireland 
from January till Auguſt, being ſeven Months, till Relief came 


to them, firſt by Major General Kirk, then by Duke Schomberg, 


at laſt by Ring William in Perſon, who came to vindicate their 


Quarrel, and carry on the War they ſo juſily began in that ; 


King dom. 


But to the Purpoſe : —— TJreland was again to be Con- 


quered: For when was it known that any Commotion or 
Diſturbance ha ppen'd in Eng land, but the Iriſh took ad van- 


tage, and prov'd a painful Thorn in their Side? — Ihen 
mult England's Treaſure be imploy'd, and Exgliſß Blood be 
ſpilt, to ſecure a new Settlement, and reſtore the Britans in 


{rand to their antient Rights, Laws and Liberties. 


n the beginning of the late War, when the Jriſb firſt tock 


up Arms, and had the Government on their ſide, they un 
down the Proteſtants as they pleas'd ; few reſiſted them: The 
Engliſh (cry they) are Degenerated, and have lo# their former 
Flour. Engliſhmen and Proteſtants ſtank in their Noſtrils; 
but the Exgliſb Manhood was there ſeen : It was indeed E- 
dlips'd by a long and peaceful Reign; Plenty was the Bleſſiag of 
our happy Iſle: Vice was pr2dominant, Profaneneſs and Im- 


morality met not with irs deſerv'd Puniſhments, Effe minacy 
and Idleneſs ſtupified our Senſes. e 


In antient Times Englands Glory ſhin'd in Heroick Deeds 


5 of Arms 3 Pr eſcrib'd Laws for others to imitate 3; but when 


France grew Great, and we magnified them above our ſelves, 


aſſiſted them with our Forces, to make them the more For- 


midable, becauſe they did not conquer faſt enough; and for 
enlarging the French King's Territories on the Rhine, aſſiſted 
him with our Troops againſt the Emperor, when at War 
with the Tark, 4 Ks 


If you will learn to be a Soldier, go to France; ſee how 


the French Monſicur was running down Holland, to come _ 


to 
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ro be our next Door Neighbour. Then it was we became 
mean in our own Eyes, and contemptible in all the Courts of 
Europe. 


It was intheſe times our Engliſh Soldier took upon him the 


uſe of Arms; it was then he finiſh'd his ſeven Years Cam- 
pꝛign, under the greateſt Generals and Mareſchals of France, 
and return'd home with Wounds and Scars, the Badge of a 


Soldiers Honour. When Monck was General, he ſerv'd un- 


der him; Monmouth in France; Plymouth in Tangier, and 


Monjoy in Ireland. Upon the happy Revolution he thought 


it not his Intereſt to continue among the Iriſh, that were E- 
nemies to his Religion and Country, quitted his Command in 


that Service, and made his Eſcape to London-derry. Soon af- 
ter, for his better Preferment, he receiv'd King William's Com- 


miſſion (then Prince of Orange) to be Major to a new-rais'd 


Regiment, with which Regiment he marched into London- 


derry, eight days before the Siege began; at which time Tir- 


connel proclaim d all thoſe Rebels that accepted of the Prince 
f Orange Commiſſion, diſplay d his Colours in the Field, and 
0 


re Arms in oppoſition to the Iriſh Government; as appears 


by a Copy of the Proclamation hereunto annext. 


On the other hand King William encourag'd them that 


were in his Intereſt, by ſending them Commiſſions, as alſo 
his Declaration; a Copy of which is in the cloſe of this Pre- 


face; Declaring all thoſe Iriſh Rebels and Traytors, char di 7 


Notwithſtanding thoſe People that Defended Derry were 
proclaim d Confpirators, Rebels and Traytors, yet when the 
Triſh Army was Repuls d, and the then Governor who was inn 
truſted by King William, and had his Commiſſion to defend 
the Place, could not accompliſh his Ends, in delivering up 
the Town into the Enemies Hands, rather than loſe that fair 
opportunity in haſtening their Expedition into Scotland, to 
accompliſh their deſigned Invaſion upon England, where all 


their Hopes depended, King James being then in Perſon be- 
fore the Town, was willing to give them any Conditions to 


et Poſſeſſion, by which means the great Stores of War would 
fall into his Hands, (to wit) five hundred Barrels of Powder, 
Ball, Oc. twenty four Pieces of Cannon, which had been 
plökhaced there formerly by the Worthy Citizens of London, a 
great quantity of Proviſions, and expectation of an addition of 
Ten Thouſand Men, which were the Flower of the North, to 


join him, better than three times their number of Iriſh, 
As we began this Preface with the words of a knowing Au- 

thor, that underſtood Ireland very well, ſo we end it in the 

words of a learned Pen of that Kingdom. 7 
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But the Iriſh Capacities (ſays he) are not to be que ſtioned 
at this day, fince they have pry on their Aﬀairs with that 
Dexterity and Courage, that they have gotten the whole King- 
dom of Ireland into their Poſſeſſion, and by wheedling ſome, and 
frightening others, they have expell'd the Body of the Engliſh 
out of that Iſland. And in another place, It muſt therefore fol- 
low (ſays he) that an entire and coberent Hiſtory of treland, 
uit be very acceptable to the World, and very uſeful to the Peo- 
ple of England, and the "A. in Ireland, eſpecially ſince that 
Kingdom is to be Reconquered. |"{\ _ 5 
” Bu they that pleaſe to read this Account of Derry, will 

find the whole Kingdom of Ireland was not in the Iriſb Poſſeſ- 

lion, they had not Derry, that little City; and was it not a 
little one? — There was Engliſþ Valour ſhewn. "Twas 
when they came to Blows, then their Dexterity and Courage 
failed them, notwithſtanding they were ſupported with a 
mixture of French Officers and Soldilers  _ 


It may be objected why ſuch a memorable Story ſhould be 
deliverd in a Dramatick Way, rather than in a Hiſtorical 


| Method? To which it is anſwer d, That tho a good Subject 


or Hiſtory has generally been imbraced in all Ages, yet at 
this time Plays being in Eſteem, it may not be thought impro- 
per to render this Loyal Tranſaction as it now ſtands, eſpeci- 
ally when it has been the Mirth and Diverſion of ſo many. 
This being in Dialogue, the Repreſentation of it ſtrikes 


deeper Impreſſions in the Memory; beſides, as Tragedy and 
Comedy, the firſt of which hints matters of Blood and Grief 


amongſt Eminent Perſons, the other Satyrizes the ill Manners - 
of the Age, has been the Elaborate Pains of the moſt Celebra- 
ted Wits. Whence come their Plots but from ſuch Remarka- 
ble Occurrences as theſe, in the Age preceding, or elſe Con- 
temporary with them? — Which Authority of theſe great 
Men, vindicates the method here taken, to Illuſtrate the fa- 
-_ -mous ovepe of Londew-aerry. 5 
There are many Amplifications, Illuſions, Humours, and 
Similies, that a Poetick Liberty allows, more than if it had 
deen adapted for a Hiſtory. Take it as you find it, and then 
judge if the Engliſh Soldier (GRANADE) did not act his 
part with all Fidelity and Honeſty, both for his Prince and 
Country. For whoſe indefatigable Toil and Labour, which 
gave ſo great a diſappointment to the Enemy, and procur'd 
ſuch Safety and Succeſs to the Arms of Great- Britain, he 
has juſt reaſon to hope for that ample Satisfaction which 
others (whole Merits have been adjudg'd leſs) have very 
largely obtain c.

This Camp, I Engag d to Compleat for Thirty or Forty 
Thouſand Men in a Weeks time, both in Building Huts for 
the Soldiers, and Hovells for the Horſe, that they might ſtand 


and lye dry; when that was done, without much hindrance, 
the Countrey might go to their Labour. In the mean time, 


to make Works, and erect Batteries, where they wou'd be as 


ſafe, as in a ſtrong Town; bring in all the Forrage, and what

60 to 84 ſo that the Siege of Derry, which happen'd in the 


Year 1689, may be call'd the Infancy of Soldiery; few un- 


derſtood the Management of War, or went abroad to learn 


it; ſome only excepted that were employ d in Holland, as 
alſo in the French King's Service, aſſiſting him to do that 


which we are undoing now. 


However, ſome there were that attained to good Profici- 
ency in the Military Art; amongſt thoſe, tis hoped, the 
aforementioned Governour gain'd ſome Knowledge, which 
by his Induſtry and Care he improv'd to the advantage and 


benefit of his Native Country, and the Proteſtant Intereſt in 


general. 


Since the late happy Revolution, many have Leen brought

We come now to give an Account of the Condition the 
City of Derry was in after the Siege, when the Enemy had 
{pent their Fury by a ſevere Bombardment. The Market- 
Houſe with ſeveral others lay in Rubbiſh, the Roofs broken, 
ſhatrer'd, and until'd, the Streets plowed up with Bombs, 
which made it dangerous paſſing in the Night, occaſion d 
by the great number of Pits made by the Rebound of the 
Bombs. The Water, and the Excrements of the Toun 
made an inſufferable Stench: Dead Bodies lay, ſeveral of 
them, half cover d in their Graves. And when the Cellars 
and Out- Houſes came to be cleanſed, the dead Carcaſſes of 
ſtarv'd People, and thoſe kill d with the Bombs, were found 
in obſcure places. 
| Take a view of the Country, there were moſt miſeredle 

doings, the Famith'd People that were driven to the Walls 


of Derry to ſtarve, by order of the French General, having aterechal 
nothing to ſubſiſt on, Hunger neceſſitated them to en- — 


ter into the Fields of Corn and cut it down, where they 
found it the ripeſt ; ſo that between cutting and treading- 


down with their Feet great Damage was done. 


To remedy which, and for better preſerving the Harv eſt, 


Parties of Soldiers were {ent out, by the Governour's Order, ” 
ten, fifteen, twenty Mules, to guard and ſecure the Corn. 


The Gentlemen and Farmers not returning out of England 
or Scotland, there was no Juſtice of Peace, or Gentlemen to 
regulate Diſorders, but the good Providence of God ſo order d 
things, that the Siege was rais d at the beginning of Har- 
veſt. Upon the back of this two hundred Priſoners were 


ſent to Derry from Inniſtilling, by order of the General, to- puke Scher- 
gether with fifty four Officers, French and Iriſh, beſides their berg. 


own taken before Derry. An Hoſpital was provided for the 

Sick and Wounded, as well for thoſe Regiments that came 
with Major General Kirk, as thoſe of the Gariſon; all 
which the Governour ſupply d with freſh Proviſions, Nurſes, 
Candles, &c. at his own Charge. 

Had any of theſe Priſoners made their Efeape, the 
Governour muſt have been anf werable : But during the time 
he was Governour, which was two Years, only two made 

their eſcape, Makdonel and Nugent, one a Highlander, and 

the other an Iriſb Officer, however both were apprehended 
and brought back, but with this diſady antage, that it coſt 

Ten Pounds each for the taking them. 
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But it happen'd not ſo well with the Governour of In- 


_ niſkilling, for when the Iriſh General Maccarty, call'd by the 


Name of Lord Mountcaſtle, was a Priſoner there, he moſt per- 
fidiouſly broke his Word of Honour, and made his Eſcape,

Arm'd and well Diſciplin'd, and expert in their Duty, be- 


ing for the moſt part poſted on the Frontiers againſt the 
Enemy ; for altho' he had not the ſupream Command as 
Governour of Derry till Baker's Death, yet the management 


of the Soldiery was perform'd by him, as may appear by the 


aforemention'd Report. And had it been in a place where 
Military Diſcipline was in force, Baker could not have pre- 


rended to the Chief Command, ſince Miebelburn was Com- 


miſſion' d by the King. 


Baker died about the middle of the Siege, as the Report

N and at a time when not only the ſafety of a Town, 9 
ut a whole Kingdom was in diſpute, and fo many Thou- i 
fands of Lives in Jeopardy every Day. 
And in this Affair we muſt ſuppoſe, that had the People 
choſe a Governour that never was a Soldier, nor underſtood 
the Methods or Art of War in defending a Town, the pub- 
lick ſafety of a Nation ought not to be neglected ; therefore 
he that was moſt active, and underſtood his buſineſs the beſt, 
and by whoſe Conduct the Place was preferv'd, ought to have 
the greateſt Return and Acknowledgment.
